Entire Day Occupied by 
State Highway Commis-| 
sion in Hearing Plans of| 


Representatives From 
Various Sections. 


In executive session lasting for 
four hours the state highway com- 
mission on Thursday afternoon al- 
lotted on a tentative plan $1,392,000 
emergency federal aid funds to the 
thirty-five counties that applied for 
this fund and at the same time 
submitted data to show that they 
had the money on hand and were 
ready to start work as soon as the 
allotments can be approved in 
Washington. A total of fifty-five 
counties applied for amounts total- 
ing over nine million dollars. In 
the case of the twenty counties that 
did not receive an allotment, the 
counties were unable to satisfy the 
commission that they had the money 
on hand to match the federal money 
now available. 

Within ten days after the county 
commissions have been notified by 
the state highway commission of 
their allotments, they must enter 
into a valid, binding agreement With 
the state highway engineer, con- 
tracting for their share of the work 
and submitting the specifications 
required by the federal government. 
Failure to make this agreement will 
abrogate the allotment, and the 
board will redistribute it.

Representatives from twenty-five 
counties appeared before the com- 
mission at the morning session and 
submitted their county road pro- 
grams in an effort to show the com- 
mission that they were ready to 
match the federal emergency fund 
immediately. 

Bibb county was represented by 
Dr. J. H. Heard and John T. Moore, 
county commissioners; Road Super- 
intendent E. 7 or and County 
ne bis Saiccntnte to spend $700,000 
on roads in the immediate future 
and it will go ahead with its pro- 
gram whether it receives federal aid 
or not, so the commissioner stated 
to the state highway commission 
Thursday. 

Chatham's Application. 

Chatham county submitted a big 
program to the commission and 
made formal application for $1,000,- 
000. The county was represented by 
O. T. Bacon, chairman of the Chat- 
ham county commissioners, and 
Judge George T. Cann, county attor- 
ney. Chatham is planning a highway 
from Thunderbolt to Tybee, involv- 
ing the construction of two bridges 
across salt water sounds. and a 
causeway reaching to Tybee. 

As a basis on which to make al- 
lotments of the federal funds in 
Georgia, the commission in executive 
session considered using the roads in 
the state already approved by the 
federal government, the total mile- 
age of such roads being 5,500 miles. 

The mileage already approved by 
the federal authorities in each con- 
gressional district will be used to 
establish a percentage relation for 
a normal distribution of the federal 
aid to each district, according to the} 
plan discussed at the meeting. The 
fund being a national fund, the com- 
mission deemed it proper to use the 
congressional districts as the unit 
of distribution. 

‘To prevent tying up any available 
funds, such normal § distribution 

may be effective for a period of 
sixty days, during which time appli- 
cations from counties from each con- 
gressional district will be in the na- 
ture of preferred applications. But 
if the counties of any district fail 
to make valid application for the full 
normal allotment, any excess can be 
applied in any county in the state, 
regardiess of the district, which is 
fn position to validly meet the fed- 
eral money. 

While only $1,392,000 of the federa] 
funds is available now, a second ap- 
propriation amounting to $2,000,000 
for the state of Georgia will be

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WORKERS ANXIOUS 
TO STRIKE AT ONCE 


Men Are Determined to 
Have Ottarson Ousted. 
All Employees Still Out 
Urged to Return to Work 
at Once by Hines. 


J. J. Forrester, president of the 
National Brotherhood of Railway 
Clerks, and H. M. Murray, chairman 
of the executive committee, . are 
speeding toward Atlanta to render 
a detailed report of their conference 
with administration officials in 
Washington over the demand of the 
clerks to oust A. P. Ottarson, fed- 
eral auditor, whom the strikers 
claim did his best to disrupt the 
brotherhood. Coming from Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn., is Charles Jackson, in 
charge of the railway clerks’ union 
for the south and the man who 
called the strike last week. 

As soon as news dispatches ar- 
rived in Atianta telling of the home- 
coming of Forrester and Murray, 
many wanted to strike then and 
there, but a telegram sent by Mr. 
Forrester to E. M. McGhee, head of 
the local clerks’ organization, prob- 
ably saved the day. 

Forrester’s Telegram. 

“We have full report from rail- 
road administration. Try to hold 
men In check until my arrival,” was 
the telegram sent to McGhee by Mr. 
Forrester, - ) 

“I will do my best, but it is hard. 
The men want immediate action. Big 
meeting of strikers scheduled,” was 
the reply sent Mr. Forrester by Mr. 
McGhee. 

At 8 o’clock last night more than 
1,000 of the strikers met at the 
Wigwam and listened to the appeal 
of the local strike committee asking 
that no action be taken until the 
national officers arrived Friday. A 
vote of confidence was taken for 
the men behind the strike move- 
ment and an agreement reached by 
which the men will sit tight until 
after the meeting tonight. 

In spite of the appeal of the head 
of the railroads for the 200 remain- 
ing strikers to go back pending an 
investigation, these strikers decided 
to remain firm and will not go back 
until after the outcome of tonigHt’s 
meeting. 

Hold Men 

At first it was believed that the 
men would walk out at an early 
hour today, but the Washington ap- 
peal and the talks of the various 
local leaders held the men in check. 
From the conversation at the meet- 
ing it was evident that the men 
will not stand for Federal Auditor 
A. P. Ottarson and that to settle 
hostilities, he will have to go. 

The strike situation was the most 
discussed topic in Atlanta Thurs- 
day. Many had it that the men 
were going to walk out at 4 o’clock 
in the afternoon, but that Mr. Mc- 
Ghee implored them to remain stead- 
fast and carry out the wishes of 
the head of the organization. 

The strikers claim that the trou- 
ble has just started, while Rail- 
road Regional Director B. L. Win- 
chell, in the following signed state- 
ment, declared that the end was at 
hand. 


in Check. 


Winchell’s Statement. 

“I prefer that whatever announce- 
ment made shall come from some 
officer of the clerks’ union. I am 
advised that the trouble is at an 
end.” ‘ 

The local administration railroad 
official admitted that his informa- 
tion was received over the long dis- 
tance telephone from Washington, 
and that it was officially correct. 

According to the report issued in 
Washington, the labor leaders are 
coming to this city to urge the 200 
striking W. & A. railroad clerks to 
£0 back to their posts without the 
suspension of A. P. Ottarson, federal 
auditor, whom the clerks said must 
go before they return. 

The grievances of the men then 
would be submitted to the railroad 
administration’s board of adjust- 
ment, and a decision rendered by 
this board and by the director gen- 
eral. Officials in their conference 
with Mr. Forrester reiterated that 
only by this procedure could the 
clerks’ case be considered formally 


by the railroad administration. 

From the best possible sources, 
it is learned that Director General] 
of Railroads Hines told the offi- 
cials of the clerks’ union that there 
could be nothing done until the men 
had all returned to work.

Paris, March 20.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—President Wilson, M. 
Clemenceau, the French premier and 
David Lloyd-George, the British 
prime minister, are to hold a series 
of meetings for the adjustment of 
differences between them. They 
conferred at the residence of Mr. 
Lloyd-George today, the session last- 
ing from 3 o’clock in the afternoon 
until late in the evening. 

The differences constitute some of 
the larger questions pending ngw— 
reparations for war loss and the 
Franco-German frontier. These 
questions, for the moment, have as- 
sumed paramount importance, tak- 
ing place even ahead of the league 
of nations, for while the work of 
the commission revising the cove- 
nant is proceeding rapidly, much 
difficulty is being met in reaching 
an accord on reparations and fron- 
tiers. 

$40,000,000,00 Claimed. 

The chief issue of the question 
of reparations is not what Germany 
should pay, but what she can pay. 
The commissions which have studied 
the subject have gradually reduced 
the claims to a total of about forty 
billion dollars.

New York, March 20.—As the first 
step toward obtaining recognition 
by the United States, the Russian 
soviet government is prepared to de- 
posit $200,000,000 in gold with Amer- 
ican and European banks for the 
purchase of supplies needed in re- 
construction work, according to a 
formal statement issued here tonight 
by LC. A. K. Martens, American 
representative of the Demidoff Iron 
and Steel works, In Moscow, through 
the “bureau of representatives of the 
Russian socialist federal soviet re- 
public.” 

Asserting that he had received 
this week his appointment as offi- 
cial representative of the soviet g0Ve 
ernment in the United States, Mr. 
Martens said he had forwarded his 
credentials to the state department 
and meanwhile had opened tempo- 
rary headquarters in this city. With 
the credentials, he said, he had sent 
a report on conditiohs in Russia and 
an expression of his government's 
desire to re-establish normal rela- 
tions between the two countries.”

Investigation Welcomed. 

“On the part of the Russian so0- 
cialist federal soviet republic,” he 
said, “there thus exist no obstacles 
to the establishment of proper re- 
lations with other countries, espe- 
The 
soviet government of Russia is will- 
ing to open its doors to citizens of 
other countries for peaceful pursuit 
of gg and it invites any 
scrutiny and investigation of its 
conditions, which investigation cer~

If the Bolsheviki can control the 
great agricultural region of the 
Ukraine they might be able to re- 
lieve the serious food shortage. 
Aided by Ukrainian Bolsheviki 
forces, troops of the Moscow gov- 
ernment in the last three weeks 
have occupied Kiev and Zhitomir in 
the center of the Ukraine and 
driven the peasant government of 
General Petlura from Kiev to Win- 
nitza and thence to Proskurov, in 
Podolia, 40 miles east of Galicia bor- 
der. 
Russian wireless messages re- 
ceived in London Wednesday re- 
ported that non-Bolshevik forces, 
after being repulsed by the Bolshe- 
viki, were retiring on Odessa. An 
efficial Greek report from Saloniki 
said that Greek troops had defeat- 
ed the Bolsheviki at Kherson, north- 
east of Odessa and about 30 miles 
south of Nikolaiev. 
In the center of the front be- 
tween Odessa and Riga the Bol- 
sheviki apparently have been giv- 
ing ground, as reports from Warsaw

On the Archangel Front. 
There has been more or less ac- 
tivity in the last fortnight on the 
allied front south of Archangel, but 
the Bolsheviki have made no prog- 
ress. There have been no,reports 
of activity in the Caucasus since 
General Denikine wiped out the 
Bolsheviki army operating along 
the Kuma river. 

There has been.-little activity dur- 
ing the winter on the Ural front, al- 
though in the south the Bolsheviki 


took Crenburg on the road to Tur- 
kestan and Ufa. Troops of the all- 
Russian government at Omsk, how- 
ever, recaptured Ufa early in March. 
Recent reports from Omsk have been 
that the Kolchak government was 
preparing for an extended offensive 
movement west of the Urals. ‘Phe 
plan .of the Kolchak government is 
to advance northwestward from 
Ferm to join hands with the al- 
lied forces at Archangel and south- 
westward from Ufa to connect with 
General Denikine in the Caucasus. 
In the defense of Odessa and the 
nearby region French, British, 
Greek and Rumanian forces are 
aiding non-Bolshevik Ukrainians 
and Cossack detachments of Gen- 
eral Denikine’s forces. In the cen- 
ter of the western front the Bol- 
sheviki are opposed by the Poles, 
while in the north the Lithuanians, 
Letts and Esthonians are fighting 
the soviet forces. 
Only in the Archangel region are 
American forces actively engaged 
against the Bolsheviki. Other allied 
troops in the north are British, Ca- 
nadians and Serbians. They are aid- 
ed by non-Bolshevik Russians. The 
line of the Urals is held by troops 
of the Omsk government and 
Czecho-Slovaks, with the main 
transportation line, the trans-Si- 
berian railway, guarded by allied 
forces, principally Japanese with 
Americans at the extreme eastern 
and near Vladivostok. 


MITAU CAPTURED ‘ 
BY LETTISH TROOPS. 
Copenhagen, March 20.—The im- 
portant railroad junction town of 
Mitau, southwest of Riga, has been 
captured by Lettish troops, a Let- 
tish officia] statement issued on 
Wednesday announces. The Bol- 
sheviki, the statement adds, are re- 
tiring along the whole front.

Sergeant Hilton, with an artificial 
arm in lieu of the one that he lost 
in his aggressiveness against the 
enemy, stood at attention ten paces 
in front of the general, who then 


addressed him— 

“Your act of unusual bravery be- 
yond the line of duty in contact with 
the enemy has been cited by the 
congress as distinguishing you for 
the medal of honor,’ said General 
Sharpe, ‘‘and it is my pleasure to 
award to you in the name of con- 
gress and by order of the secretary 
of war, this emblem of honor for 
your remarkable act of bravery in 
action.” 

General Sharpe then read the cita- 
tion that reviewed the act that has 
so fittingly bestowed the greatest of 
all decorations upon the young hero 
soldier, and stepped briskly to him 
and pinned the medal upon him. 

General Sharpa then invited Ser- 
geant Hilton to his stand, and, side 
by side, major general and sergeant, 


in review, while two long lines of 

Red Cross and army nurses stood 

at attention in the background. 
When the review was over hun- 


jans crowded around the decorated 
hero and showered him with their 
congratulations, and even with 
kisses. 

It was in the famous battle in the 
American sector between Reims and

individual act of bravery. ; 

The Germans had been driven 
fromthe Thierry basa2 by the terrific 
American onslaught in July, and 
had then occupied the positions 
along the north shore of the Aisne. 
Early in Octobear the Americans be- 
gan to advance, simultaneous with 
the advance in the Argonne, further 
to the east, but along practically 
the same battle line. It was on the 
10th of October that the 118th cap- 
tured the German occupied town 
of Branscourt after some of the 
most terrific fighting along the 
entire line.

France. In this battle the Germans 
had stampeded after a particularly 
stubborn resistance, in whick both 
sides had lost heavily. 


To Silence Germans, 


After the German evacuation, a 
terrific fire was discovered coming 
from a shell hole in the east edge 
of the devastated town, and Ser- 
geant Hilton quickly gathered a 
squad of his men and started in a 
run to silence the last of the Ger- 
man nests. Fired by a desire to 
make the victory complete, and 
thoughtless of personal. danger, he 
ran rapidly ahead of his men, pour-

Highest Decoration. 


Thousands of American soldiers 
distinguished themselves by §un- 
usual bravery during the trying 
days and nights of battle along the 
front in northern France: and the 
war department has already, 
through General Pershing in France 
and the various commanders in 
America, cited more than three 
thousand instances of distinguished 
service, and awarded medals in a 
majority of them. 

And in all of those days of red, 
too, there developed here and there 
instances of such remarkable, dar- 
ing bravery, beyond the line of 
duty, that congress called upon the 
war department for a report upon 
such instances. There were forty, 
out of the multitudes of heroes who 
served their country. so nobly, that 
congress decided entitled to medals 
of honor, the highest decoration 
awarded by any country. In each 
instance the individual act of brav- 
ery against the enemy was one 
especially distinguishing it as para- 
mount to the citations for extraordi- 
narv valor. 

The medals of honor, therefore, 
are designated by a special act of 
the 65th congress, passed in Janu- 
ary; and they are awarded by the 
congress, through the president of 
the United States. Of the forty of 
such medals awarded sixteen of the 
decorated heroes have since died 
from the, wounds received in their 
acts of distinguishing bravery. Of 
the two million fighting veterans 
of the great struggle, therefore, 
there are twenty-four of them wear- 
ing the medals of honor. 

And one of them is Sergeant Rich- 
mond Hilton, of Dixie.

IMPOSED BY FRANCE 


Washington, March 20.—Imposi- 
tion by the French government of 
all imports embargo similar to the 


British is regarded by government 
officials here as evidence that the 
allies have completed their plans 
for industrial reconstructions and 
now are proceeding to put them into 
effect. 

Great Britain and France have 


established a pool in this country 
to control whatever purchases they 
ne2d to make, and Italy 1s co-oper- 
ating with themtoalimited extent, 
As a result, trade experts do not 
think there will be much sale for 
American finished products in the 
Europ2an countries for some _ time 
to come, it being the announced pol- 
icy of the allies to do without these 
articles which they cannot manufac- 
ture at home. Basic materials still 
will be obtained in the United States 
and probably much machinery, into 
the making of which technical 
skill and scientific knowledge en- 
ter, but it is believed the great bulk 
of American goods will hav2 to be 
marketed elsewhere. 

A distinct advantage for the 
United Stat2s is seen in the policy 
of the allies, who necessarily must 
curtail their competition in the for- 
eign field in order to take care of 
their home population. The allies 
dependence on this coutnry for ba- 
sic materials and machinery to 
start their commercial life anew 
may develop a new rol2 for Amer- 
ican capital in financing European 
industries, reversing the condition 
which prevailed until the war 
began. 

America has more surplus gold 
than any other country, officials 
say, and can relizve the European 
scarcity by taking industrial 
bonds at a profitable rate of 
interest or government bonds at 
a lower rate, in either case contrib- 
uting to a revival of business which 
would m2an greater value for the 
millions of foreign securities now 
held in the United States.

“Mastership of Christ.” 


In his sermon which opened the 
conference last night, Dr. Evans 
delivered a powerful address on 
“The Mastership of Christ.” He 
spok2 of the mastership of the 
head, the heart and the hand. 

He declared that the atrocities 
committed by the Germans during 
the war were due to the systematic 
effort of the German government 
for forty years to undermine the 
faith of the German peopls—to de- 
stry the mastery of Christ over 
them. 

“Any minister who preaches this 
theology borrowed from Germany,” 
he declarad, “is a traitor. He is de- 
stroying his country by destroying 
its faith in the Bible and in God. 
That’s a sort of propaganda that 
we must silence.’’ 

Speaking of science and religion, 
he declared that tha scientific man 
is more often out of date than up- 
to-date. He added that the church 
today is in a chaotic condition. 


Like Football Scrimmage. 

“We sing of it as a mighty army 
marching onward,” he declared, “but 
it is more like a a football scrim- 
mage. This is because the master- 
ship of Christ is lacking.” 

He said that the primary purpose 
of the church is not to engage in 
social service work, nor to amelio- 
rate outward conditions, but is to 
minister to the soul by preaching 
the gospel. 

In speaking in conclusion of the 
mastership of Christ over the heart, 
he said: 

“It is the heart that compr2hends 
spiritual things. It is through the 
erystal lens of the heart that we 
see God.”

Mock Air Battles| 


To Be Waged Here 
For Liberty Loan 


A squadron of seventeen airplanes 
piloted by famous aces of America, 
Great Britain and France will fight 
mock air battles over Atlanta, ac- 
cording to the announcement Thurs- 
day of St. Elmo Massengale, publici- 
ty director of the Liberty loan or- 
ganization, who has just returned 
from Washington, where the ar- 
rangements for the southern tour 
of the aviators have just been com- 
pleted. 

They will be used as a publicity 
feature in the opening of the Vic- 
tory loan campaign on April 21. 
There will be three squadrons— 
eastern, mid-western and western. 
Each squadron will consist of 
seventeen planes and travel on spe- 
cial trains of eleven cars. The fly- 
ers will include some of the most 
noted aviators of the allied nations. 

Mr. Massengale said that already 
a delegation of eight French flyers 
has sailed for New York and the 
British government has notified the 
treasury department that six of its 
most daring air men will be sent 
over. 

The flying squadrons will include 
American planes with Liberty mo- 
tors and Fokker planes captured 
from the Germans. Fourteen of the 
German airplat*s have already ar- 
rived at Newpu@t News, Va. 

The program to be followed in 
each city visited is announced as 
follows: 

Two American scout planes will 
rise to drop Victory loan literature 
over the city. Four German planes 
will attack these two Americans in 
the air. Four American planes will 
drive off the Huns and give exhibi- 
tions of aerial acrobatics. Parades 
will precede the flights. 

Atlanta will be visited by the 
eastern squadron, which has the 
following itinerary: New York, 
Philadelphia, Washington, Rich- 
mond, Charleston, Savannah, Jack- 
sonville, Atlanta, Birmingham, 


Nashville, Louisville, Lexington, 
Cincinnati, Indianapolis, Toledo, De- 
troit, Cleveland, Pittsburg, Buffalo, 
Rochester, Syracuse and Boston. 

New Orleans and Memphis will be 
visited by the mid-western squad- 
ron.

To Homes in Texas

DEWITT PICKETT, | 
GEORGIA SOLON, 
DEAD IN DAWSON 


Dawson, Ga., March 20.—(Special.) 
Dewitt C. Pickett, member of the 
Georgia house and senate at various 


times, now representative-elect from 
Terrell and one of the best known _ 


citizens of southwest Georgia, died 
at his home here today following an 
illness of little more than a week 
with pneumonia. 
Mr. Pickett was one of the best 
known business men and legislators 
in Georgia. He was born in Dawson 
in 1876, the son of Captain Thomas 
Hamilton Pickett. a veteran of the 


confederate army. He was a mem- 
ber of the Georgia house from Ter- 
rell county in the 1919-20 legislature 
and had served in the house for the 
past four years. Previous to that 
he was a member of the state sen- 
ate for a time. He was vice presi- 
dent of the Chero-Cola company, 
was a director in the Bank of Daw- 
son and was genera] manager of 
Pickett-Hatcher, Inc., a subsidiary 
concern handling the bottling rights 
of Chero-Cola. His success in the 
manufacture of this well-known soft 
drink had been pheygomenal. 

Mr. Pickett was always much 
interested in politics. As a member 
of the legislature he was identified 
with numerous constructive meas- 
ures, including the tax equaliza- 
tion law and a highway commission 
bill which passed the house in 19138.

Congressman Fuller. 
Charged Japan Is Not 
‘Sincerely Pro-Ally. 


Washington, March 20.—In an ad- 
dress published in the final edition 
of The Record of the last congress, 
Representative Alvan T. Fuller, of 
‘Massachusetts, describes an inter- 
view with M. Delanney, French am- 
bassador to Japan, and attributes to 
the ambassador. the statement that 
Japan was not sincerely pro-ally, 


but inten to support Germany 
until a Japanese mission learned 


how wholeheartedly America was 


going into the war. 

Mr. Fuller’s remarks, printed un- 
der the privilege accorded members 
to insert in The Record speeches not 
actually delivered on-the floor, con- 
cerned primarily abuses of the 
franking privileges. Turning from 
the subject he told at length of a 
visit to Europe shortly after the 
armistice was signed. 

“My trip across the water was un- 
eventful,” he wrote. “I found among 
my fellow passengers a most de- 
lightful person, who was no other 
than M. Delanney, the French am- 
bassador to Japan. I took occasion 
to ask the ambassador if, as a re- 
sult of his observation, the Japan- 
'€8@ were sincerely pro-ally. To this 
inquiry the ambassador replied very 
definitely ‘No, sir,’ and inquired: 
“Who in the world thought they were 
sincerely pro-ally” 

“Ambassador Delanney stated to 
me that the Japanese intended to 
support Germany, but after their 
commission visited here and saw 
how wholeheartedly we were going 
into the war they were afraid to do 
so. Ambassador Delanney stated 
thet he sailed from Japan to Van- 
couver, and when the party arrived 
and learned the rfews that Austria 
had surrendered, the Japanese 
members of the party were visibly 
disappointed. 

“He likened the emperor and the 
‘military caste of Japan to that of 
-Germany. He sgid their methods 
-and ideas and ideals were identical 
“with those of Germany.”

J. Epps Brown, President 
of Southern Bell Tele- 
phone Companies, Makes 
Interesting Talk to Real 
Estate Men. 


Two interesting and entertaining 
talks featured the regular metting 
of the Atlanta real estate board at 
the Piedmont hotel Thursday noon. 

Major Frank K. Boland, eminent 
Atlanta surgeon, who has just re- 
turned from service in France with

the Emory unit, and J. Epps Brown, 
recently elected president of the 
southern group of Bell Telephone 


companies, were the speakers. 

President Charles H. Black intro- 
duced them in his happiest manner 
as well-known Atlantans who have 
risen rapidly to the front rank of 
their professions. 

Tribute Paid Nurses. 

Major Boland told of his experi- 
ences in France and paid a tribute 
to the’ nurses and enlisted men in 
the hospital units whose untiring 
and unselfish work had contributed 
so largely to the comfort and con- 
valescence of wounded soldiers. 

He also spoke in terms of pratse 
of the Y. M. C. A. and other organi- 
zations engaged in work among the 
soldiers of the allies. 

The three things that made the 
most lasting impression on Major 
Boland were the wonderful prepara- 
tions made by the United States for 
the prosecution of the war, the re- 
markable -measures taken for the 
comfort and care of sick and 
wounded soldiers, and the unsur- 
passed bravery and fortitude of 
wounded Americans who 
brought to the hospital for 
ment. 

J. Epps Brown Speaks. 

In his informa] talk on a large 
subject J. Epps Brown undertook 
to tell the real estate men what the 
Bell telephone system means to 
Atlanta, its policy before and during 
the war, and some of the difficulties 
which have confronted and still con- 
front it. 

He outlined the extent of the Bell 
system in the United States and the 
scope of the southern group with 
headquarters which embraces nine 
states, including 900 exchanges, 211,- 
000 miles of long distance circuits, 
435,000 exchange telephone stations 
and 46,000 rural stations, 

The investment of his companies, 
he said, amounted to $98,000,000, 
and up to a few years ago the de- 
velopment had been financed by the 
issuance of common stock, which 
was sold at par, which for a num- 
ber of years, has paid dividends at 
the rate of 6 per cent per annum. 
In more recent years the moneys 
needed for additions and extensions 
to the plant have been obtained by 
the issuance of 5 per cent 20-year 
bonds. 

He told of the part that women 
had played in the work of the Bell 
Telephone. service in war times and 
how the company had trained hun- 
dreds of girls to operate telephones 
in the exchanges of France, being 
more efficient in the war service 
than French girls. 

Atlanta, he said, was the central 
distributing station for the south- 
ern district, employing 1,462 em- 
ployees. The immense printing bill, 
the money put into circulation by 
Bell Telephone employees and the 
deposits in the Atlanta banks were 
related in a most entertaining way. 

The real estate men crowded about 
Mr. Brown and congratulated him 
on his highly entertaining and in- 
structive talk at the conclusion of 
the dining.

THE FRUITS OF WAR. 


In view of the cost of this war, 
in human life and in treasure—

CRIME IN A COFFEE POT. 

An unsophisticated person reading 
the letters from many of our read- 
ers might assume that coffee is 
something wicked and harmful. A 
very frequent statement in these 
letters is something like this: “I 
gave up the use of coffee several 
months ago, but I can see no dif- 
ference.” 

There are conditions in which it 
is unwise to drink coffee. Children 
under sixteen shoukd never be given 
tea or coffee. Coffee should not be 


|taken within four hours of bed- 


> | time,

Individuals with exophthal- 
mic goitre, hyperthyroidism, palpi- 
tation, insomnia or other evidences 
of excessive metabolism are often 


' (not always) better without coffee. 


Coffee, when properly prepared, 
is a mild stimulant to the cerebrum, 
and depth 
speed of thought. It is also 
a stimulant to the kidneys, increas- 


| ing for a few hours the elimination 
| of both solids and water. 


On the 
heart, coffee acts as a mild stimu- 
lant, and also raises the blood pres- 
sure slightly. Coffee is a powerful 
stimulant of respiration. Coffee 
depresses tissue-waste and there- 
fore tends to conserve the body tis- 
sues. 


All of these effects are unique in 
that, so far as observation shows, 


negative phase of depression, as 
happens @fter the use of stimulants 
as a rule. We spernk now of the 
moderate and proper use of coffee 
as a@ beverage in the Gaily ration. 

By properly prepared coffee we 
mean coffee which is prepared by 
slowly heating the cold infusion up 
to, but not past boiling point. If 
coffee boils even for a few seconds 
it becomes a solution of tannic acid 
and is unfit for humgn consumption. 
Lumber-camp, boarding house, 
quick-lunch coffee is too often 
boiled coffee and utterly bad to 
drink. Tannic acid (tannin) is all 
right for curing leather, but not 
for the alimentary tract. Leave the 
tannin in the coffee grounds, and 
derive all the delightful aroma and 


'flavor from the coffee, by extrac- 
tion with heat short of boiling. 


Far from causing constipation (a 
enough to. result 


pared coffee rather favors intestinal 
peristalsis. , 


Coffee, or tea or any other beve- 
rage would likely disturb digestion 
if used to wash down incompletely 
masticated morsels of food. Eat 


your food as you should. Then 
drink your beverage as a beverage. 


Coffee taken in moderation—one 
or two cupfuls at breakfast daily— 
and properly made, is really a 
healthful, wholesome and generally 
advisable beverage.

Britt Craig Survives Two 


PROF. RICHARDSON 
UES AT HOSPITAL 


By Hebert Moran. 

Britt Craig, aviator, newspaper 
man and good fellow, has written 
his last story, flown for the last 
time in an earthly aeroplane, and 
lent his last dollar to a pal in dis- 
tress. The news of his passing at 
the Roosevelt hospital in New York 
city last Tuesday morning came as 
a surprise and a shock to hundreds 
of his friends in every part of this 
country, who found it hard to be- 
lieve that one so young, in such 
‘apparently splendid physica] ‘trim, 
‘had survived the training of the 
‘aviation fields, two falls from tha 
skies, in which his machines were 
‘torn into splinters, only to yield to 


pneumonia, to die on a sick-bed. 

| He died just at the point when 
-he seemed to be entering upon the 
best part of life, approaching the 
high point of his career. His old 
-impetuosity had been tempered by 
' experience, and the discipline of the 
-army had given him a poise he had 
lacked before. But the spirit that 
carried -him to success on many a

Loved Life and Action. 

He loved life and action. He al- 
ways wanted to be up and doing.

/meant nothing to him. The goal was 
all. 

Britt was not more than 19 when 
he became a member of the staff 
of The Constitution. Born and rears 
'ed in Gainesville, Ga., where hii 
father is the editor and publisher 
of The Eagle, he had felt the spirit 
‘of the newspaper. In the compds- 
| ing room he had learned something 
of the mysteries of the mechanical 
end of the paper. 

The love of the theater came 
early. Gainesville had a real play- 
house then, according to Britt, and 
he got a job on the stage, and at 


one time went away for a while, 
traveling with a road show as a 
scene shifter, and so learned all 
‘about flies, wings, props, entrances 


and the like. 
But when-the chance came to be- 
come a reporter he quit the things 


of Gainesville and came to Atlanta 
to make it his home. But there was 
never a time when Gainesville was 
not dear to him. You couldn’t make 
anything better than the mountains 
of Hall, in his opinion. No finer 
people lived than in his old home 
town. 

In Atlanta he quickly became a 
veteran at the game. The ability 
to win people, to gain their confi- 
dence, to make them tell things, 
that afterward perhaps they were 
sorry for, the willingness to keep 
at, A task, and the thing they call 
“nerve,” but which is really self- 
confidence, brought him results. 

Many other newspaper men have 
come and gone since the days At- 
lanta was Marthasville, but it is 
doubtful if any reporter ever had as 
many close, personal friends.

DEFENDS FLIGHT 
OF FORMER KAISER 


Berlin, March 20.—Aroused by re- 
‘cent criticisms of former Emperor 
William ragarding his flight from 
Germany to Holland last fall, Field 
Marshal von Hindenburg has pre- 
pared and published here a defense 
of the ex-ruler’s action. After de- 
picting the situation as it axisted in 
November, caused by the weakening 
of the army, the doubtful reliabili- 
ty of the forcesinthe field and the 
breaking out of the ravolution at 
home, the field marshal writes: 

“The peaceful return home of the 
emperor then became impossible. 
It could only have been carried out 
through the forceful employment 
of loyal troopsand civil war would 
have been added to ths hostilities 
with the enemy. 

“The emperor could have be- 
taken himself to the fighting troops 
inorderto meet deathattheir head 
in a last attack upon the = enemy, 
but the armistice so keenly desired 
by the people would thereby have 
been postponed and the lives of 
many soldiers uselessly sacrificed. 
The emperor finally, in agreement 
with his advisers, and after a se- 
vere mental struggle, decided to 
leave the country, solely in the hope 
that he could thereby best serve the 
fatherland, save Germany from 
further losses, distress and misery 
and restore peace and order to her.”

BUYS FRUM GEORGIA 
REAGH NEWPORT NEWS 


Newport News, Va., March 20.— 
(Special.)—Many Georgians, includ- 
ing Major Z. S. Cowan, 115 Loomis 
street, Atlanta, were among the four 
thousand passengers arriving here 
this morning on two troop ships, the 
Rinjdam and the Princess Matoika. 
The latter ship brought the 37th En- 
ineers, said to be the first Ameri- 
eans to cross the Rhine after the ar- 
mistice was signed. 

Major Cowan, member of the 37th 
Engineers, with other members of 
that organization, claims the distinc- 
tion of being one of the first Ameri- 
cans to cross the Rhine with the 
army of occupation. 

The 37th resting from their duties 
in the Argonne Forest fight, were 
ordered to Coblenz in January. They 
went there and remained about 
three weeks, several of the compa- 
nies later being sent back to Lux- 
embourg. 

Germans Were Polite. 

“The yermans,’”’ Major Cowan 
said, “were polite to the Americans 
and treated them well, but all the 
time they gave the impression of de- 
siring to knife us in the back.” 

The major said there was plenty 
of food in Coblenz a short time after 
the signing of the armistice, that 
place being near the border. Ger- 
mans in Coblenz, however, received 
letters from their relatives in the in- 
terior saying that the people were 
starving. Conditions in the interior 
of Germany were far worse than was 
ever reported, the major thinks, 

Major Cowan stated that the 
American troops are not allowed to 
fraternize with the Germans. But 
in spite of this, an American dough- 
boy often finds time to attempt to 
talk with a comely German maiden.

“No views of settlement were so 
clearly identified with this country 
as those two were with France and 
The chief instrument of 
the American view was the league 
of nations. This ideal is, in one

SOUTH’S PINE SUPPLY 
NEARING EXHAUSTION | 


Washington, March 20.—Original 
supplies of pine In the south will 
be exhausted in ten years and at 
least 3,000 mills will go out of ex- 
istence within. five years, according 


to Henry S. Graves, chief of the 
United States forest service, using 
ledgers of the southern pine indus- 
try as his authority. Chief Forester 
Graves pointed to the southern sit- 
uation in advocating the compulso- 
ry practice of forestry on private 
timber lands, coupled with a liberal 
policy of public co-operation and as- 
sistance. 

“Our country is progressively de- 
stroying its forests,”’ declared Colo- 
nel Graves. “The consequences are 
very far-reaching. The exhaustion 
of the forest is followed by the 
closing of industries, the steady in- 
crease of waste lands, the abandon- 
ment of farms that depended for 
their market on the lumber com- 
munities, and the impoverishment 
of many regions. 

“No section of the country can 
afford to have a larg2 part of its 
land an unproductive waste, with 
the loss of taxation value and of in- 
dustries, of population, that would 
be supported if these lands were 
productive. No section can afford 
to depend for its supplies of wood 
products on anoth2r section from 
1,000 to 3,000 miles away. 

“The public should provide a sane 
system of taxation; it should co- 
operate in such problems as over- 
production of lumber, land classifi- 
cation, colonization, problems of la- 
bor, technical questions relating to 
methods of practice and technical] 
matters involved in a constructive 
program of forestry.”

them, which they seek to do by fo- 
menting discontent and dissatisfac- 
tion. In attempting to do this they 
do not hesitate to misrepresent our 
policies, the conditions existing in 
the service, or matters affecting em- 
ployees.” 

All Treated Alike. 

Mr. Burleson alludes to orders 
which have been issued from time 
to time to the various wire compa- 
nies under federal control and points 
out ese, aa orders prove that em- 
ployees have the privilege of joining 
labor unions if they wish to do so, 
and also that employees have been 
' permitted individual or collective 
bargaining regardless of member- 
ship in unions. He denies the truth 
of “the widely heralded statements 
made by the few'agitators that em- 
ployees dismissed because of union 
affiliations (while wire companies 
control) have

tended to show no such discrimina-.

Mr. Burleson refers to strikes in 
various parts of the country and de- 
clares the government’s policies 
were such that union and non-union 
employees were treated with the 
same fairness, adding: “The method 
of the few agitators and labor lead- 
ers in dealing with the members of 
their union is truly autocratic and 
hurtful to many employees and can- 
not be condoned or looked upon with 
favor by the government.” 

The government’s wire adminis- 
tration, Mr. Burleson’ says, is en- 
deavoring as rapidly as possible to 
remedy bad working conditions and 
to right inadequate wage rates.

OVER 23 BILLION 
POUNDS OF MEAT 
PRODUCED IN YEAR 


Washington, March 20.—Under the 
stimulus of war-time demands meat 
production reached the enormous 
total of 23,366,000,000 pounds last 
year, which the department of agri- 
culture announced today ‘“undoubt- 
edly never before had been attained 
in this country, and certainly not in 
any other country by long odds.” 

“Meat producers met the war sit- 
uation magnificently in 1918,’ the 
department said. “They increased 
meat production in one year by 24 
per cent and this made possible an 
increase of national meat surplus 
in one year of 79 per cent and an 
increase in per capita consumption 
by 17 per cent. Notwithstanding 
the very high prices of meat in this 
country in 1918, and with prices 
rising above-1917, a large fraction 
of the population must have greatly 
increased its meat consumption in 
that year.” 

Meat production showed an _ in- 
crernse of almost 5,000,000,000 pounds 
last year compared with 1900. Beef 
production increased almost a bil- 
lion pounds, totalling 9,797,000,000 
pounds; pork production reached 
13,011,000,000 pounds, an increase of 
more than three billion pounds over 
1917, and of 40 per cent over the 
1900 production. : 

Per capita production of beef was 
93.2 pounds last year compared with 
117.9 pounds in 1900; of pork 123.8 
pounds compared with 122.2 in 1980. 

The ngtional surplus of all kinds 
of meat was 2,458,000,000 pounds in 
1900, while last year it was 3,027,- 
000,000 pounds, or nearly double the 
surplus of 1917.

New York, March 29.—A = state- 
ment declaring that members of the 
Masters, Mates and Pilots’ union

Great Artist Wins Ovation 
By Her Singing of ‘‘ Dixie’’ 


Not in a long time has a song 
reGital so delignted every element 
of an Atlanta audience as did 
Frieda Hempel’s last night, when 
she closed, in a blaze of musical 
glory, the Music Study club's big 
series. 

Coloratura, she is most frequently 
called, but it was in that warmer 
role, the lyric singer’s part, that 
she won the heart of her audience, 
a large house and one that showed 
discrimination, as well as enthusi- 
asm. 

She presented a charming appear- 
ance, her gown a perfect creation 
in lustrous satin of real champagne 
hue, gracefully draped and with lite 
tle 86rnamentation. Her animation 
increased with the reception she 
was given, and her voice, as the 
program progressed, seemed to 
grow richer with the pleasure she 
evoked. 

The “Mad Scene,” from Hamlet, 
by Thomas, was her introduction, 
not a particularly happy one, the 
character of the selection rather 
ungrateful, and the singer’s han- 
dling of it not reaching in finish 
and brilliance her later aria, Varia- 
tions by Proch on a simple, plain- 
tive theme, which evolved at once 
into an ecstacy of vocalization. Its 
most florid passages were always 
deliciously musical, the Hempel 
tone, even in crispest staccato pas- 
sages, being always real tone, pure, 
musical], full of sweetness. 

This sweetness had even more 
lovely emphasis in her ballads, of 
which any one might be taken as a 
type. 

There was a French group, with 
“Clare de Lune,” by J. Sculz, the 
introduction, the piano part seem- 
ing to form a mystic atmosphere, 
with the voice outlined against it 
like the white statues and _ their 
shadows in the moonlight: and 
Fetes Galantes, which would need 
an art as finely chiseled as Hem- 
pel’s to depict its satiric charm, its 
only half serious romance. The 
Ballade de Colombe by Saint-Saens, 
was particularly revealing of the 
purity, the floating quality of the 
voice, since there is practically no 
accompaniment, and the voice must 
float itself.e The treatment of all 
made one think of the atmosphere of 
which they were written, the French 
court in a period of romantic and 
exquisitely artistic make-believe. 

When the Proch variations were 
reached, enthusiasm on the part of 
the audience reached its high water 
mark, the florid weavings and full 
throated trills completing every- 
body’s satisfaction. - With Hempel, 
her pyrotechnics do not merely 
touch upon a note, but’ sing it, with 
real and perfectly pitched tone. 

The “Blue Danube” was an un- 
usual encore (in Italian, which, as 
one listener remarked would make 
strauss, if he knew it, turn over in 
his grave), and “Dixie” completed 
the singer’s conquest. 

Many divas have attempted this 
unsingable classic of southern pa- 
triotism, but none have achieved it 
as Hempel did and, needless to say, 
she received an ovation. ; 

An “Invocation to the Sun God,” 
a chant of Indian tradition, was a 
chaste and beautiful exposition of 
the devotional style, and a final 
Eroup, adequate in their perform- 
ance to the rest of the program,.in- 
cluded “Butterflies,” by Seiller; “The 
Shepherdess,” by Horsman, anda 
song by Alabicff. 

“The Last Rose of Summer,” sung 
as Mme. Hempel sings it in her fa- 
mous impersonation of ‘Martha,” 
was one of her encores, and her last 
return was in “Keep the Homes Fires 
Burning.” 

Frank Bibb, accompanist for Mme. 
Hempel, is one of the many young 
Americans who play the piano so 
well that one wonders if all pianists 
must not be good ones. His accom- 
paniments expressed the height of 
that art, and his ‘“‘Rondel of Spring,” 
sung by Mme. Hempel, was worthy 
her handling of it.

The crowds continue to increase 
with every day and the Wesley Me- 
morial Bible conference of 1919 will 
xo down as a remarkable event in 
| the religious history of Atlanta.

When Germany began hostilities 
'in 1914, the country had on hand 
' only about 500,000 bales of raw and 
' manufactured cotton, a supply suf- 
| ficient for three or four months. 
| The pre-war consumption had been 
| 2,000,000 bales annually, much of 
| which was exported, but the cessa- 
, tion of exports was fully offset by 
military meeds, so that the coun- 
try’s requirements were not les- 
‘sened. The stocks on hand were 
| supplemented to the extent of 1,200,- 
000 bales by seizures in invaded dis- 


}

tricts. 
| Many expedients were described 
'as having been used by the central 
| powers to obtain the staple throuch 
‘neutral countries and in the’ first 
_three years reasonably large quan- 
| tities of cotton goods were imported 
‘in that way. German sources esti- 
mate that 600,000 bales were pur- 
'chased from the United States, 
Scandinavia and Holland and 175,000 
| bales from Switzerland, before the 
| blockade was made entirely effec- 
| tive, up to the end of 1917. The 
famount obtained in 1918 was not 
known. 
A total of 100,000 bales also were 
scquired in Asia Minor and Russian 
Turkestan. Cotton purchased by 
German interests, which were un- 
, able to export it from neutral coun- 
| tries, is estimated at 260,000 bales, 
of which 200,000 bales are stored in 
Scandinavia, Holland and Spain, and 
| 60,000 bales in Switzerland. 
| Substitutes for cotton, made from 
paper, nettles, etc., were not very 
successful and only 10 per cent of 
Germany’s normal domestic cotton 
; consumption was met in that way, 
| according to the estimates, or about 
| 600,000 bales in thrée years.

Marcosson Pays 


Tribute to Work 
Of17thEngineers 


That the Seventeenth Engineers, 


which was organized in Atlanta and 
will be demobilized here soon, was 
one of the most efficient military 
units that saw “overseas’”’ service is 
the opinion of Isaac F. Marcosegon, 
veteran war correspondent and a 
student of international affairs, who 
reached Atlanta Thursday. 

Mr. Marcosson, who had a good 
opportunity to study the work of 
the Seventeenth in France, will 
speak on “The War and After” at 
the Auditorium Saturday night un- 
der the auspices of the Kiwanis club, 

France, he said, regards the Seven- 
teenth as “wonder men” on account 
of their miraculous work in rebuild- 
ing St. Nazaire and restoring sani- 
tation and order in “‘the battered old 
French town.” He was much inter- 
ested upon being told the Seven- 
teenth would be demobilized here, 


Would Like to Be Here. 

“My only regret,” he said, “is that 
I won’t be here when that splendid 
body of Atlantans and - Georgians 
will be honored with the fruits of 
victory. In my work in France I 
was in close touch with the old Sev- 
enteenth and had high personal re- 
gard for the members, as well as 
for their fighting qualities. 

‘“T consider General Dawes, of the 
Seventeenth, one of the ablest mili- 
tary figures of the war. I also ad- 
mire Colonel Atwood and Major Coe. 
The work of the Seventeenth at St. 
Nazaire was really one of the big 
achievements of the American army 
in the war. Atlanta may well be 
proud of the boys.” 

Mr. Marcosson, who has visited 
all of the ledding cities of the world, 
paid a tribute to Atlanta. He said 
he was very much. impressed with 
“the vitality of the city, and its 
metropolitan aspect.” 

“Atlanta is thoroughly alive, and 
one of the nation’s best cities,’ he 
said. 

As for the proposed league of na- 
tions, Mr. Marcosson declared that 


'an Anglo-Saxon league would be the 


strongest force for assuring future 
peace for the world, but asserted 
that the proposed. international 


Some Kind of League Wanted. 


‘There should be some league of 
nations as a fruit of the war,” he 
said. “The world is looking forward 
expectantly to some definite under- 
standing between nations that will 
make further wholesale bloodshed 
impossible. The sentiment of the 
American people is for a league of 
common understanding among na- 
tions. “ 

“The greatest bi-product of the 
war undoubtedly was the bringing 
about of closer relations between 
America and England. Only two 


‘nations emerged from the war strong 
‘and 


erect—America and Great 
Britain—and upon just how they 
will act toward each other after 
the war hinges the hopes of the 
world. The Anglo-Saxons are the 
world’s dominant race. A league of 
the Anglo-Saxons would be a cove- 
nant of covenants.” 

He said he believed in a big army 
and a strong navy, and that the 
republican party had made a big 
mistake in making an issue of the 
league of nations. 

He flayed the I. W. W. as em- 
bodying the principles and spirit of 
the Bolsheviki, and said that fail- 
ure to help returned American sol- 
diers secure employment will serve 
to strengthen the I. W. W. move- 
ment in America. He said the Bol- 
sheviki is now the big menace to 
the world. Mr. Marcosson’s life has 
been threatened repeatedly by mem- 
bers of the I. W. W. for his attacks 
on the Bolsheviki. 


Feeds on Unrest. 


“The IW. W. feeds on unrest,” 
he said. “Unless we get employ- 
ment for the soldiers returning from 
overseas, there will be much unrest. 
The Bolsheviki are getting strong 
in America, and now are masque- 
rading in the guise of the I. W. W. 
The two movements are not one 
step removed. Their work has 
stamped them as vipers, snakes and 
vultures, and the world will not be 
ridded of them until they have been 
crushed at the _ root. Kerensky 
failed because he thought he could 
deal with a congress of these vul- 
tures, and Russia was lost.” 

Mr. Marcosson formed very 
strong friendsihps among English 
diplomats and statesmen, and has 
interviewed all of the national 
heads of Europe. 

Premier Lloyd-George, he said, 1s 
easily the outstanding figure of the 
war, Next he placed Kerensky, 
with whom he was for some time 
closely associated. He placed Pre- 
mier Clemenceau, of France, third. 
Lloyd-George, he_ said, would be 
given a more cordial reception in| 
America than any other figure in| 
Icurope, 

Mr. Marcosson will leave this 
morning for Chattanooga, where he 
will speak tonight. He will be 
honor guest of the Kiwanis club 
at a luncheon at the Capital City 
club at noon Saturday, and will ap- 
pear at the Auditorium Saturday 
night.

BIG BOND ISSUE 
FOR RAILROADS 


War Finance Corporation 
Plans to Float $200,000,- 
000 in Few Weeks. 
Bonds to Be Sold to the 
Banks. 


Washington, March 20.—The war 
finance corporation is considering 
floating a large bond issue, proba- 
bly $200,000,000, within a few 
weeks, to provide for rMilroads and 
to meet any other demands on the 
corporation. The interest rate con- 
templated is 4% per cent. 


The bonds would run for a year 
or possibly a year anda half, accord- 
ing to tentative plans. They 
would be sold privately to banks 


and big business interests in order 
to minimize interference with the 
popular Victory Liberty Loan cam- 
paign. 

The bonds would be exempt from 
all taxes except estate, inheritance, 
excess profits, war profits and sur 
taxes, and interest on $5,000 owned 
by any single interest would be 
entirely tax exempt. The corpora- 
tion has authority to sell its bonds 
below par. 

By lawthewar finance ‘corpora- 
tion may issu2up to $2,000,000,000 
of bonds, secured by collateral taken 
in connection with advances al- 
ready made by the corporation. No 
bonds have been issuéd hefetofore. 
but prospective large advances to 
railroads brings the _ corporation 
within sight of possible exhaustion 
of the half million dollars author- 
ized as original capital. 


To Issue Certificates. 


Dividends and interest on railroad 
Stocks and bonds due April 1, 
amounting to approximately $70,- 
000,000, will be met by the railroad 
administration by issuance of cer- 
tificates of indebtedness to the 
companies for amounts due from 
rentals and other sources. The war 
finance corporation will make cash 
advances to the companies on the 
certificates. 

The plan for meeting the railroad 
corporation’s requirements were an- 
nounced by Director General Hines 
after a conference*with railroad ex- 
ecutives. 

“The plan announced by the di- 
rector general,” said a statement is- 
sued tonight, “is that the rmilroad 
administration will issue its certifi- 
cates of indebtedness to the railroad 
corporations for amounts due on ac- 
count of rental and other transac- 
tions arising out of federal control. 
It is estimated that the amount of 
April 1 requirements will be ap- 
proximately $70,000,000. 

“The war finance corporation an- 
nounces that it is prepared to re- 
ceive applications from the railroads 
for advances for their April 1 re- 
quirements on the security of cer- 
tificates of indebtedness issued by 
the director general. 

“Consideration is still being given 
by the director general as to the 
method to be adopted for meeting 
obligations due from the rnilrodd 
administration to equipment com- 
panies. An announcement on this 
subject will be made in the near 
future.”
